To  His  Excellency,  The  Honorable  Angus  Wilton  McLean, 
Governor  and  Commanderdr^Chief, 
Raleigh,  North  Carolina. 

Sir: — I  beg  to  submit  herewith  a  report  of  the  operations  of  the 
Military  Department  of  the  State  of  North  Carolina  for  the  period 
January  1,  1928  to  December  31,  1928,  the  last  report  made  having 
covered  the  period  of  eighteen  months  ending  December  31,  1927. 

Organization  and  Strength  of  the  National  Guard 

The  strength  of  the  Guard  as  of  December  31,  1928  was  227 
officers,  5  warrant  officers,  and  3,055  enlisted  men,  totalling  3,287, 
which  is  under  the  authorized  strength  of  3,428  made  to  this  State 
by  the  War  Department.  This  is  due,  however,  to  the  fact  that  being 
over  strength,  the  War  Department  required  a  reduction.  This 
reduction  brought  the  strength  of  the  Guard  below  that  authorized, 
but  this  is  only  temporary. 

The  following  changes  in  organizations  of  the  Guard  have  been 
necessary : 

Headquarters  Company,  3rd  Battalion,  120th  Infantry,  at  Ked 
Springs,  disbanded  and  reorganized  at  Asheboro,  N.  C. 

Battery  A,  113th  Field  Artillery,  at  Goldsboro,  N.  C,  disbanded 
and  reorganized  at  Sanford,  N.  C. 

Battery  A,  1st  Battalion,  113th  Field  Artillery,  Sanford,  N.  C. 
redesignated  Battery  E,  3rd  Battalion,  113th  Field  Artillery. 

Battery  E.  3rd  Battalion,  113th  Field  Artillery,  Greensville,  N.  C, 
re-designated  Battery  A,  1st  Battalion,  113th  Field  Artillery. 

Headquarters,  Ambulance  Battalion,  105th  Medical  Regiment, 
organized  at  Madison,  N.  C. 
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Armory  Inspection 

The  Annual  Armory  Inspection  of  the  several  units  of  the  Guard 
was  made  during  February,  March,  and  April,  1928,  the  entire 
Guard  showing  much  improvement,  and  to  be  in  a  satisfactory  and 
efficient  condition,  with  the  exception  of  one  organization.  Battery 
A.  113th  Field  Artillery,  which  was  later  disbanded.  Headquarters 
Company,  3rd  Battalion,  120th  Infantry,  was  not  inspected  on 
account  of  the  proposed  disbandment  of  this  organization. 

Encampments 
Besides  the  usual  encampments  of  the  Field  Artillery  at  Fort 
Bragg,  the  109th  Cavalry  at  Fort  Oglethorpe,  and  the  252nd  Coast 
Artillery  at  Fort  Moultrie,  there  were  encamped  at  Camp  Jackson, 
South  Carolina,  the  Headquarters  and  Headquarters  Detachment, 
30th  Division,  Headquarters  and  Headquarters  Company,  60th 
Infantry  Brigade,  State  Detachment  and  State  Staff  Corps  and 
Departments.  30th  Signal  Company,  117th  Motor  Transport  Com- 
pany, the  120th  Infantry,  the  105th  Engineers,  the  105th  Medical 
Regiment,  taking  part  in  a  general  mobilization  of  the  entire  30th 
Division  composed  of  troops  from  North  Carolina,  South  Carolina, 
Tennessee  and  Georgia,  under  the  command  of  Major  General  E.  J. 
Williams.  This  is  the  first  time  in  the  history  of  the  Guard  of  this 
State  that  an  entire  division  1ms  been  mobilized  at  one  point  since 
the  World  War,  and  the  first  time  in  the  history  of  the  United  States 
that  a  complete  division  composed  of  organizations  of  the  Guard 
of  two  or  more  states  1ms  ever  been  mobilized.  General  Summerall, 
Chief  of  Staff,  V.  S.  Army,  Major  General  R.  P.  Davis,  commanding 
Fourth  Corps  Area.  Brigadier  General  Frank  Parker,  and  other 
high  officials  visited  this  camp  and  were  highly  pleased  with  the 
mobilization  and  training  of  the  troops,  and  the  sanitation  of  the 
camp. 

Aid  to  Civil  Authorities 

The  following  organizations  of  the  Guard  performed  special  duty 
in  maintaining  law  and  order  and  protection  of  life  and  property 
during  the  twelve  months'  period  of  this  report: 

A  detail  from  Service  Company,  120th  Infantry,  Raleigh,  N.  C, 
acted  as  guard  of  honor  to  the  remains  of  Honorable  W.  N.  Everett 
Secretary  of  State,  on  February  7,  1928. 

A  detachment  of  two  officers,  three  non-commissioned  officers,  and 
two  squads  from  Company  A,  120th  Infantry,  and  a  Detachment  of 
two  officers,  two  non-commissioned  officers,  and  two  squads,  Com- 
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pariy  D,  120th  Infantry  were  sent  to  Pittsboro,  N.  C,  on  -June  LI, 
L928,  for  the  protection  <>(  the  prisoner  (Newsome)  on  trial. 

Company  H,  120th  [nfantry,  Waynesville,  N.  C.  Aid  in  an  effort 
of  civil  authorities  t<>  capture  and  protect  the  prisoner  (Smathers), 
who  was  reported  barricaded  in  a  house  in  Haywood  Comity  on 
September  '.»,  L928.  The  troops  upon  arrival  on  the  scene,  ap- 
proached the  house  t<>  find  the  man  was  not  there. 

Service  School 
During  the  year  1928  this  office  secured  details  to  service  schools 
for  live  officers  and  six  enlisted  men.  These  men  attended  school 
at  Fort  Sill,  Oklahoma,  Fort  Benning,  Georgia,  Fort  Monmouth, 
New  Jersey,  Fort  Riley,  Kansas,  and  Fort  Monroe,  Virginia.  The 
attendance  at  service  schools  for  this  year  has  been  compared  very 
favorably  with  the  attendance  over  former  years  in  that  it  has  in- 
creased considerably  in  the  past  year  or  so.  From  records  in  this 
office  it  is  noted  in  L925  only  three  officers  attended  service  school; 
in  192(5,  this  number  was  increased  to  seven;  in  1927,  only  six 
attended  school,  and  in  1928  we  have  the  considerably  higher  number 
of  eleven  attending.  In  this  connection  I  might  say  we  had  quite 
a  number  more  applications  for  detail  to  service  schools  than  could 
be  authorized  due  to  lack  of  funds  in  the  War  Department  to  cover 
expenses  of  such  details.  It  is  hoped  the  interest  in  the  service 
schools  will  continue,  and  that  the  number  attending  can  be  in- 
creased during  the  coming  year. 

Conclusion 

The  Guard  is  at  a  high  state  of  efficiency,  and  officers  and  men  are 
to  be  commended  for  their  loyalty  to  the  service  and  the  great 
amount  of  time  given  their  duties  for  small  remuneration  in  the 
interest  of  their  organizations. 

Again,  owing  to  the  shortage  of  funds  allotted  to  this  Department 
for  printing,  it  is  necessary  to  eliminate  from  this  report  the  reports 
of  Commanding  Officers  on  their  summer  encampments  and  special 
reports  made  to  this  office  by  certain  officers.

REPORTS  ON  SPECIAL  DUTY 


Commanding  Officer  120th  Infantry,  North   Carolina  National  Guard

Subject:     Guard  to  Prisoner  Larry  Newsome  during  trial  at  Pittsboro,  N.  ('., 
on  June  11,  1928. 

To :  The  Adjutant  General.  Raleigh,  N.   C. 

1.  Complying  with  Special  Orders  No.  133,  AGO,  NO.,  June  8th  1928,  I, 
with  my  Adjutant,  Captain  Adrian  M.  Carrol,  left  for  Pittsboro  N.  C,  on 
the  afternoon  of  June  10th.  arriving  there  about  4 :00  P.  M.,  the  same  day. 
Troops  ordered  under  paragraphs  1  (a)  and  (b)  arrived  in  Pittsboro  between 
five  and  six  o'clock  on  June  10th.  Paragraph  (a)  was  compiled  with,  one 
squad  under  its  officers  reporting  to  the  State  Prison  the  afternoon  of  June 
10th. 

2.  The  only  quarters  available  were  an  old  vacant  house.  The  county 
jail  was  too  small  and  close  for  the  quartering  of  troops.  Party  owning 
this  house  would  not  let  troops  occupy  it  unless  he  was  paid  for  the  use  of 
said  house,  and  bill  for  this  is  attached. 

3.  Arrangements  for  rations  were  made  with  two  cafes  and  the  hotel.  The 
best  possible  prices  were  secured,  and  bills  for  rations  are  attached. 

4.  Upon  my  arrival,  and  in  company  with  the  officers,  I  made  an  inspection 
of  the  Court  House  and  the  surroundings,  making  out  our  plans  for  the 
security  of  the  prisoner.  This  plan  was  submitted  to  the  trial  judge  and  the 
county  sheriff  of  Chatham,  both  approving  the  plans. 

5.  The  Machine  Gun  Detachment  arrived  with  the  prisoner  at  8  :30  A.  M., 
June  11th.  The  court  was  immediately  opened.  Troops  were  in  their -proper 
stations  of  security  upon  the  arrival  of  the  prisoner. 

6.  The  trial  proceeded  without  interruption.  The  trial  would  have  con- 
sumed two  days,  or  the  better  part  of  two  days.  I  asked  the  trial  judge 
if  it  were  not  possible  to  go  right  on  with  the  trial  in  a  night  session.  The 
judge  thought  well  of  this  suggestion,  and  the  trial  proceeded  until  the 
prisoner  was  sentenced  by  the  trial  judge.  The  prisoner  was  turned  over 
to  the  same  Detachment  that  brought  him  from  the  State  Prison,  and  he  w;is 
epoorted  back  to  Raleigh  and  placed  in  the  custody  of  the  State  Prison  warden. 
The  escort  left  with  the  prisoner  at  10:30  P.  M.  on  June  11th. 

7.  There  was  no  demonstration  whatsoever,  and  nothing  unusual  happened. 
Everything  moved  along  in  a  most  orderly  manner.  The  prisoner  was  given 
the  proper  protection,  which  was  the  mission  called  for  in  Special  Orders 
No.  133. 

8.  The  troops,  other  than  the  escort,  left  for  home  stations  about  11:00 
P.  M.,  on  June  11th,  1928.

1.  In  compliance  with  verbal  instructions  confirmed  by  Special  Orders 
241.  AGO.  NC,  September  9th.  1928,  received  about  12:45  P.  M.,  on  Sunday, 
September  9th,  1928,  I  assembled  three  officers  and  thirty-three  enlisted  men. 
and  reported  to  the  Sheriff  of  Haywood  County  at  Balsam,  arriving  there 
about  2  :30  P.  M. 

2.  It  had  been  reported  that  Ed.  Smathers,  an  escaped  convict  and  the 
accused  murderer  of  Deputy  Sheriff  Green,  of  Jackson  Co.,  had  barricaded 
himself  in  a  house  in  the  mountains  about  a  mile  from  Balsam. 

3.  Upon  arriving  at  the  house  where  Smathers  was  supposed  to  be,  I 
made  a  strict  search  of  the  house  and  all  surrounding  outhouses,  but  Smathers 
was  not  found.  Persons  at  the  house,  relatives  of  Smathers,  reported  that 
be  had  not  been  there. 

4.  As  there  was  no  occasion  for  the  use  of  troops,  I  returned  to  the 
Armory  and  dismissed  the  Company  at  4:30  P.  M.

1.  Report  of  the  U.  S.  Property  and  Disbursing  Officer  for  the  period 
January  1.  to  December  31.  1928  is  hereby  transmitted. 

Activities 

The  undersigned  during  (lie  year  ending  December  31.  1928  lias  performed 
duties  prescribed  by  State  and  Federal  laws  and  regulations. 

Federal  Property 
Decided  improvement  lias  been  made  by  responsible  officers  of  the  National 
Guard  in  tbe  protection  of  federal  property  during  the  past  year  and  greater 
care  is  being  exercised  in  this  respect.  However,  the  recommendation  made  in 
former  reports  and  to  the  Advisory  Board  three  years  ago  is  renewed  and 
the  employment  of  an  additional  clerk  again  recommended.  It  is  considered 
to  the  best  interest  of  the  State  and  organization  commanders  to  have  physical 
inventories  of  property  at  least  two  or  three  times  a  year  with  settlements 
for  any  property  which  may  be  short.  The  entire  Guard  of  the  State  is 
well  equipped  and  the  value  of  federal  property  in  the  State  is  in  excess  of 
$3,000,000.00. 

Federal  Funds 

The  federal  appropriation  for  the  National  Guard  of  the  United  States  is 
$31,000,000.00  annually,  and  of  this  amount  it  is  estimated  that  approxi- 
mately .$542,000.00  is  expended  in  North  Carolina.  Funds  disbursed  by  this 
office  are  as  follows :

C.  O.  and  were  found  correct,  however,  the  accounts  of  the  preceding  C.  O. 
had  not  been  properly  kept  and  a  report  of  this  was  made  in  more  detail 
to  the  Adj.  General.  Property  records,  service  records,  and  other  matters 
pertaining  to  the  office  were  found  in  very  satisfactory  condition. 

Training:  The  discipline,  training,  appearance,  as  to  uniformity  and  neat- 
ness of  dress  were  not  considered  altogether  as  satisfactory  as  they  should 
have  been.  Quite  a  few  men  were  in  ranks  with  unshined  shoes,  clothing 
not  cleaned  and  pressed,  and  wearing  dirty  equipment.  After  consultation 
with  the  C.  O.  about  this  matter,  it  is  not  likely  that  this  condition  will  be 
found  again.  The  C.  O.  has  not  been  in  command  of  this  troop  quite  a 
year,  and  his  business  keeps  him  out  of  town  most  of  his  time.  All  of  which 
explains  why  the  condition  of  his  unit  is  not  as  proficient  as  it  otherwise 
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would  be,  however,  be  is  keenly  interested,  and  it  is  hoped  much  progress 
will  be  made  during  the  coming  year.

Remarks 

The  condition  of  the  National  Guard  as  a  whole  is  considered  to  be  very 
satisfactory.  Steady  progress  along  the  line  of  training  is  being  made. 
Improvements  in  the  securing  of  equipment  for  all  old  armories,  and  in  the 
selection  of  new  ones  are  very  noticable.  The  installation  of  nicely  furnished 
club  rooms  for  the  enlisted  men  had  become  very  general  throughout  the 
State.  Enlisted  men  take  a  great  deal  of  pride  in  these  clubs,  and  it  is 
believed  that  through  this  channel  more  real  good  can  be  accomplished  toward 
the  continuance  and  molding  of  a  finer  Esprit  de  Corps  of  the  Guard,  than 
by  any  other  means. 

It  was  noticed  that  among  most  organizations  there  existed  a  small 
shortage  of  such  articles  as  chevrons,  first  aid  packets  and  pouches,  collar 
ornaments,  brass  buttons,   and   spare  parts  for   rifles,   etc.    It  was  recom- 
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mended  in  all  these  cases  that  proper  requisitions  be  made  for  the  securing 
of  this  equipment. 

It  was  further  noticed  to  be  a  very  general  condition  that  most  lieutenants 
were  not  availing  themselves  of  their  opportunities  for  studying,  which 
is  most  essential  before  one  may  become  a  competent  instructor  of  men. 
Too  much  time  was  apparently  being  given  to  close  order  drill  among  most 
units.  It  is  believed  that  short  periods  of  infantry  drill  interspersed  with 
more  tactical  and  technical  training  would  add  much  to  the  proficiency  of 
the  guard  in  preparing  it  for  combat. 

Recommendations 

It  is  recommended  that  those  organizations  as  listed  in  a  special  report 
to  the  Adjutant  General,  which  were  apparently  not  capable  of  keeping 
correct  reports,  and  carrying  on  general  military  office  work,  be  furnished, 
if  possible,  with  a  regular  army  officer  or  N.  C.  O.  occasionally,  for  the 
purpose  of  giving  them  more  specific  training  along  this  line. 

It  is  further  recommended  that  the  Adjutant  General  designate  one  officer 
or  officers  to  handle  the  ordering  of  uniforms  and  other  equipment  of  the 
officers  of  the  State  with  a  view  to  saving  money  for  the  officers.  In  other 
words,  the  idea  being  that  if  orders  can  be  placed  in  quantity,  they  can 
be  secured  at  a  great  discount. 

It  is  also  recommended  that  such  organizations  as  are  not  receiving  a 
reasonable  amount  of  money  from  their  county  and  city  governments,  be 
urged  to  go  before  these  bodies  and  place  the  matter  before  them,  and 
request  that  they  receive  what  is  considered  by  them  to  be  a  sufficient  sum 
to  be  used  for  this  purpose.  There  are  organizations  in  the  state,  some 
of  which  receive  none,  and  others  who  do  receive  a  small  amount  of  money, 
who  could  receive  more  if  the  matter  was  brought  before  proper  authorities.

2.  At  the  conclusion  of  the  camps  and  training,  organizations  will  re- 
turn to  their  proper  stations  unless  sooner  relieved  by  proper  authority. 

3.  Advanced  detachments  will  be  in  accordance  with  Militia  Bureau 
Circular  No.  1,  l!)2s,  and  Regimental  and  separate  commanders  will  be  ad- 
vised of  approval  upon  receipt  of  training  authorities. 

4.  Senior  officers  of  each  regiment  or  separate  battalion  arc  designated  as 
Camp  Commanders  for  their  respective  camps,  and  will  perform  the  duties 
of  such  to  include  the  publication  of  the  necessary  orders  covering  the  con- 
duct of  the  camp  and  program  of  instruction.  At  the  termination  of  the  camps 
each  Camp  Commander  will  submit  to  the  Adjutant  General  of  North  Caro- 
lina a  report  on  his  camp  with  such  recommendations  and  comments  as  may 
lie  deemed  advisable  and  helpful  for  subsequent  camps. 

5.  (a)  Schedule  of  movements  to  and  from  Camps  of  Instruction  will  be 
furnished  all  concerned  in  a  separate  communication. 

(b)  Drayage  from  armory  to  railroad  station  and  the  reverse  will  be 
paid  by  the  United  States  Property  and  Disbursing  Officer  on  Form  1034  and 
1034a  W.  T>..  which  will  be  accompanied  by  receipted  bills  in  duplicate  from 
the  person  or  persons  rendering  the  service.  Payments  will  not  be  made  to 
officers  commanding  units.  Such  drayage  will  be  accomplished  as  economically 
:is  possible,  and  in  no  case  will  exceed  a  total  of  $20.00  per  organization  for 
hauling  both   ways   from   armory.      Full   use  will   be  made  of  organizational 
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vehicular  equipmenl   and  drayage  will  be  allowed   to  organizations  only  in 
cases  where  no  wagons  or  trucks  arc  available  to  perform  such  services. 

(c)  Transportation  requests  and  hills  of  Lading  will  be  furnished  by 
the  United  states  Property  and  Disbursing  Officer  together  with  instructions 
covering  their  use.  Officers  to  whom  transportation  requests  and  hills  of  lading 
arc  issued  will  he  held  strictly  accountable  for  their  proper  use  and  accomplish- 
ment. 

(d)  It  being  impracticable  for  the  Government  to  furnish  rations  in 
kind,  travel  rations  en  route  to  camp  will  be  paid  at  the  rate  of  not  to  ex- 
ceed $1.20  per  day  per  man  prorated  between  the  usual  three  meals.  Travel 
rations  on  the  return  trip  will  be  issued  in  kind  by  the  various  camp  supply 
officers  on  the  basis  of  70c  per  day  or  33%c  per  meal  where  less  than  a  full 
day  is  consumed.  Reimbursement  will  be  made  on  this  basis  and  receipted 
bills  in  duplicate  must  be  obtained  and  attached  to  vouchers. 

(el  Rations  while  in  camp  for  enlisted  men  will  be  at  the  rate  of  not 
to  exceed  fifty  cents  (50c)  per  day  per  man,  and  will  be  purchased  by  the 
Supply  Officer  of  the  respective  camps  in  accordance  with  instructions  of  the 
United  States  Property  and  Disbursing  Officer.  The  allowance  for  this  pur- 
pose is  for  the  purchase  of  bona  fide  subsistence. 

(f)  The  United  States  Property  and  Disbursing  Officer  will  pay  all 
troops  prior  to  their  departure  from  camp,  if  practicable,  and  will  settle  all 
accounts  incident  to  the  camps  properly  payable  from  Federal  funds. 

0.  (a)  Regidation  cotton  uniform  with  coat  and  olive  drab  shirt,  shoes 
and  campaign  hat  will  he  worn  on  the  train  and  in  camp.  (Coats  to  be  worn 
when  so  ordered  by  the  Camp  Commander.) 

(b)  Complete  equipment  (less  overcoats  and  equipment  manifestly 
inappropriate)  as  shown  in  Tables  of  Equipment  will  be  taken  with  excep- 
tions noted  below  : 

Field  Artillery,  (inns,  carriages,  reel  carts  and  tractors  will  not  be  taken 
to  camp.  These  vehicles  will  be  issued  stripped  of  sights,  tools  and  accessories 
at  Port  Bragg.  Sights,  complete  fire  control  and  topographical  equipment  will 
be  carried  to  camp.  Signal  equipment,  to  include  telephones,  batteries  and 
wires,  field  ranges,  cooking  utensils  and  cleaning  material  will  be  taken. 
Tentage  will  be  carried  by  the  113th  Field  Artillery. 

Cavalry  and  Medical  Units:  Cavalry  units  will  carry  their  animals  to 
camp  with  forage  for  two  days'  travel  each  way.  and  one  escort  wagon  per 
troop.  Tentage  will  be  taken  to  Fort  Oglethorpe. 

Engineers:  All  tentage  will  be  taken,  and  also  demolition  and  pioneer 
equipment  and  sketching  outfits.  Certain  exceptions  may  be  made  by  the 
Commanding  Officer,  10.1th  Engineers. 

Coast  Artillery  Corps:  All  troops  at  Fort  Moultrie  will  bo  quartered  in 
tents  and  cots,  ranges  and  cooking  utensils  will  be  carried.  Tentage,  (heavy) 
will  be  furnished  by  the  Quartermaster  at  Fort  Moultrie. 

7.     The  following  will  govern  as  to  numerical  strength. 

(a)  For  the  organizations  which  are  not  required  to  maintain  a 
strength  of  at  least  sixty-live  active  members.  (10  per  cent  of  the  actual  en- 
listed strength  must  attend  field  training,  that  actual  strength  being  not  less 
than  00  per  cent  of  the  minimum  Federal  recognition  strength. 
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(1))  For  these  organizations  which  are  required  to  have  and  maintain 
a  strength  of  at  least  sixty -five  active  members.  60  per  cent  of  the  sixty-five 
active  members  must  attend  field  training,  i.  e.,  thirty-nine  active  members. 

(c)  At  least  50  per  cent  of  the  actual  commissioned  strength  of  organ- 
izations must  attend. 

(d)  Organizations  which  can  not  meet  the  above  requirements  will  not 
attend  camp. 

(e)  Organization  commanders  will  determine  prior  to  leaving  home 
stations  for  camp  the  cause  of  absence  of  any  member  of  their  command,  and 
upon  arrival  in  camp  will  submit  a  report  to  the  Camp  Commander  showing 
cause  of  such  absence. 

(f)  Enlisted  men  must  be  present  in  camp  for  at  least  one-half  the 
duration  of  the  camp  in  order  to  be  entitled  to  pay. 

S.  No  debts  or  obligations  against  the  State  or  United  States  will  be  incur- 
red by  any  officer,  enlisted  man  or  organization,  except  such  as  may  have  been 
properly  and  specifically  authorized  from  this  office. 

9.  Commanding  Officers  of  troops  attending  joint  camps  are  directed  to 
comply  with  all  orders  and  regulations  in  force  at  the  camp,  and  will  issue 
necessary  instructions  to  put  this  in  effect. 

10.  Pay  and  allowances  of  officers  and  warrant  officers  and  pay  and  sub- 
sistence of  enlisted  men  will  be  settled  by  the  United  States  Property  and 
Disbursing  Officer.  Transportation  of  personnel,  equipment  and  animals  will 
be  paid  by  the  Finance  Officer,  U.  S.  A.,  Washington,  D.  C.  The  expenses  are 
chargeable  as  follows :

2.  The  distinctive  insignia  for  the  120th  Infantry  Regiment  approved  by 
the  Secretary  of  War  is  the  shield  and  motto  as  described  in  paragraph  1, 
and  will  be  manufactured  in  bright  metal  and  enamel  in  one  size  as  the 
organization  may  select,  but  not  in  excess  of  one  and  one-fourth  (1%) 
inches  in  height. 

3.  The  insignia  will  be  worn  as  follows :

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under  Special  Orders  No.  258.  A.  G.  O.,  N.  C„  October  1,  1928,  together 
with  the  action  of  the  Governor  thereon,  is  published  for  the  information  of 
all  concerned : 

PROCEEDINGS  OF  THE  ADVISORY  BOARD 

Raleigh,  North  Carolina,  October  2,  1928. 

The  Advisory  Board,  North  Carolina  National  Guard,  convened  in  the  office 
of  the  Adjutant  General,  Raleigh,  N.  O,  at  eleven-thirty  o'clock  on  the 
morning  of  October  2,  1928,  pursuant  to  Special  Orders  No.  258,  A.  G.  O.  N.  C, 
October  1,  1928,  for  the  transaction  of  such  business  as  may  be  brought 
before  it. 

Colonel  Don  E.  Scott,  120th  Infantry,  the  senior  officer  called  the  Board  to 
order,  and  Major  Eugene  P.  Coston,  109th  Cavalry,  acted  as  Secretary.  The 
following  members  of  the  Board  were  present: 

Colonel  Don  E.    Scott,   120th  Infantry 
Colonel  H.  A.  Newell,  105th  Medical  Regiment. 
Colonel  W.  T.  Joyner,  113th  Field  Artillery 
Lt.  Colonel  R.  S.  McClelland,  252nd  C.  A.  C. 
Major  Eugene  P.  Coston,  109th  Cavalry 

Colonel  C.  E.  Boesch,  105th  Engineers,  and  Major  J.  Vance  McGougan  were 
excused  for  business  reasons. 

The  Adjutant  General  and  his  United  States  Property  and  Distributing 
Officer  were  present  in  an  advisory  capacity. 

The  Adjutant  General  submitted  several  matters  to  the  Board  for  its  con- 
sideration. 

The  first  matter  considered  was  the  over-strength  of  the  Guard.  An 
indorsement  from  the  Militia  Bureau  to  the  Adjutant  General  was  read,  this 
calling  upon  the  State  to  reduce  the  strength  of  the  Guard  to  a  number 
within  the  authorized  allotment  of  3,428  officers  and  men.  The  Adjutant 
General  submitted  a  memo  showing  a  tentative  maximum  number  that  each 
unit  may  enlist,  which  memo  would  bring  the  total  strength  within  the 
required  3,428.  Though  each  organization  commander  stated  that  certain 
units  of  his  command  could  not  efficiently  carry  on  with  this  reduced  number, 
after  much  discussion  it  was  realized  that  no  increase  could  be  allotted 
any  unit. 

Upon  motion  of  Colonel  Newell,  the  Adjutant  General  wasadvisedtoforward 
to  all  organizations  a  letter  setting  forth  the  maximum  number  authorized 
each  in  accordance  with  his  memo  as  submitted.  This  to  supersede  Letter 
No.  5,  A.  G.  O.,  N.  C,  June  5,  1928,  in  which  a  maximum  strength  was  author- 
ized each  unit,  but  which  did  not  bring  the  strength  of  the  entire  Guard 
within  the  War  Department  allotment. 

Another  matter  submitted  was  the  custom  of  many  officers  failing  to 
attend  annual  encampment  without  approval  of  the  Commanding  Officer  and 
proper  authority  of  the  Adjutant  General.  It  was  agreed  that  the  regu- 
lations with  respect  to  this  matter  should  be  enforced  in  the  future. 

The  Board  discussed  very  fully  the  matter  of  property  accountability.  The 
Adjutant  General  called  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  United  States  Fidelity 
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and  Guaranty  Company,  in  which  the  officers  of  the  Guard,  responsible  for 
Government  property,  are  bonded  under  a  "Schedule  Bond",  is  critisizing  the 
number  of  claims  submitted  and  threatening  to  cancel  the  bond.  The  Board 
was  advised  that  a  year  ago  the  rate  per  $1,000.00  has  been  increased  from 
$5.00  to  $7.50.  The  necessity  to  have  a  physical  check  of  property  in  the 
hands  of  each  organization  by  some  officer  at  least  twice  a  year,  and  pre- 
ferably every  four  months  was  emphasized.  The  Board  reiterated  its  action 
of  February  21,  1027.  as  to  the  employment  of  an  officer  in  The  Adjutant 
General's  Department  whose  principal  duty  would  be  to  make  a  physical 
check  of  property  in  the  hands  of  various  organizations. 

It  was  agreed  that  such  a  check  of  property  from  time  to  time  would  help 
to  reduce  the  number  and  amount  of  shortages  and  would  better  satisfy 
the  Bonding  Company  to  remain  on  this  bond :  That  should  the  bond  be 
cancelled  the  State  would  have  to  assume  the  payment  of  all  shortages  to 
the  Federal  Gevernment.  for  which  the  State  is  responsible  without  the 
protection  of  a  bond  and  reimbursement.  It  was  realized  that  in  some 
cases  the  State  must  bring  suits,  establish  a  claim  against  the  Bonding  Com- 
pany before  a  settlement  with  the  Bonding  Company  can  be  effected  creating 
additional  expense  to  the  State.  The  Board  recommends  that  some  decided 
action  be  taken  to  bring  a  better  situation  with  regard  to  property  respon- 
sibility and  accountability. 

There  being  no  further  business,  the  Board  adjourned.

1.  Reference  is  made  to  Par.  6,  Circular  Letter  No.  5,  A.  G.  O.,  N.  C,  June 
5,  1928,  which  this  Circular  Letter  No.  IS  supersedes  in  so  far  as  strength  al- 
lotments are  concerned. 

2.  Again  the  Adjutant  General  regrets  the  necessity  for  further  reduction 
but  as  will  be  seen  in  G.  O.  No.  32,  A.  G.  O.,  N.  G,  October  2,  1028,  when  it 
reaches  you,  the  strength  allotted  to  each  organization  as  given  below  was 
thoroughly  discussed  by  the  Advisory  Board,  composed  of  Commanding 
Officers  of  each  Regiment  and  separate  Battalions,  assembled  in  Raleigh, 
and  approved. 

3.  A  4th  Indorsement,  Militia  Bureau  to  the  Adjutant  General,  N.  C, 
September  14,  192S  states  as  follows :  "For  reasons  stated  in  M.  B.  Circular 
No.  29,  1928,  the  Bureau  regrets  that  it  must  insist  on  a  reduction  of  your 
strength  to  that  allotted.  This  is  a  practical  requirement  from  which 
there  can  be  no  deviation,  and  it  is  necessary  to  request  your  Immediate 
co-operation  in  the  matter." 

4.  The  maximum  strength  of  organizations  shall  not  exceed  the  following 
figures  and  organization  Commanders,  whose  command  exceeds  such  figures, 
are  directed  to  promptly  request  discharge  of  enlisted  men  to  the  extent  of 
bringing  its  total  enlisted  strength  within  the  maximum  allotment  as  herein 
given :

A  strict  compliance  with  these  instructions  is  necessary  and 
failure  to  comply  with  the  above  will  result  in  non-payment  of  such  enlisted 
men  for  services  performed.
